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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 6/12/08 
has been entered. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 30 is objected to because of the following informalities: In line 1 of claim 
30, the term "hoi sting" should be changed to -hoisting--. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 2-20, 23-27, and 30-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

There is no clear antecedent basis for "the frame parts" as first recited in claims 
2 and 30. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1-6, 9, 11-13, 16, 21-23, and 28-34, as understood, are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lindstrom (2003/0189348) in view of Boos et 
al. (5,163,726). 

Lindstrom shows an embodiment of a primary hoisting frame in Figure 4 having 
hoisting cables attachable to the upper side thereof and twist-lock means (3) on an 
underside of adjustable frame portions (6,7). These portions (6,7) of the primary 
hoisting frame are adjustable between extended and retracted positions and are 
capable of picking up certain secondary frames of various dimensions so long as the 
secondary frames can accommodate twist locks (3). 

The patent to Boos et al. shows a primary frame (10) attachable to a secondary 
frame (20) through twist locks (14A-D) so that over-height cargo supported on a pallet 
can be lifted. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to use Lindstrom's adjustable primary frame to pick up an over- 
height frame similar to that shown (20) in the Boos et al. patent for handling over height 
cargo supported on a pallet or the like. The twist locks (3) are the means for picking up 
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uses twist locks (14A-D) to pick up the 



Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 7, 8, 1 0, 1 4, 1 5, 1 7-20, and 24-27 would be allowable if rewritten to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office 
action and to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Specification 

8. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it still contains legal 
phraseology such as "means" in lines 1 and 4 which should be avoided. Correction is 
required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Priority 

9. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Conclusion 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Cain shows a primary frame picking up a container (10) that can 
then be used to pick up another container.
